From the London Times, Sept. IO. 
The great Leper Asylum at Mihaica, is 
British Guinea, bes recently been the 
scene of a riotous outbreak, which threat­ 
ened at one time to be attended with much 
bloodshed aud some lops of life. Fortu­ 
nately, however, the riot was quelled, and 
its only re .-ult will be to basten the adop’Ion 
of additional precautionary measures which 
the Government of the colony has lon^ 
contemplated in its dealings with this 
troublesome portion of the community. 
The Malices Asylum 
a large ho pitnl 
maintained by the Government f >r the 
reception of 
person?, 
chiefly 
coolies, 
bill cted with leprtsy, and at the* time 01 
the outbreak contamed about ‘duo paLeats. 
The Government is, unfortunately, power­ 
less to enforce the admission of leprous 
tilt j< cts, or to prevent the removal of those 
who, partially cured, often leave and con­ 
vey the infection with them ; but every 
effort is made to prevent intercourse both 
with the other world and within fbi 
asylum between the st xes. In a similar 
but smaller establishment iu K*ow Island, 
in K^stquibo, the afflicted people are not 
only entirely isolated from the rest of the! 
world, but the sexes are kept strictly apart; 
and it Is intended to adopt this plan in its 
entirety in the case pf the larger asylum 
At pr< sent, notwithstanding the watchful­ 
ness of the officers, it is impossible lo pre­ 
vent an occasional breach of the regulation* 
by which the nun and women ane kept 
apart, and the authorities have, now and 
then, to chronicle an addition to the list of 
inmates within the asylum. The necess ity 
sui agency ot the rules oUheeeLtbiishuicnt, 
for the sake of thff-unfortunate patients -is 
well a* for the sake of the colony at large, 
ha-i led to frequent difficulties with s unl* 
of he inmates; and the ill-feeling lately 
cu mulated in an outbreak, which taxed all 
the I fforts of a special body of pattee to 
suppress. The doctor in charge ol the 
as>lum, Dr. Gillis, was attacked whi c on 
one of his usual rounds aid forcibly im­ 
prisoned in one of the rooms, iud a I* per 
armed with a razor kepi guard ov< r the 
door, while the others fell on the « Ulcers 
and servants aud threatened to minder 
them 
Fortunately, aa alani, w is raised 
and a large body of police dispatched to 
the assistance of the besieged < Ulcers, wlio 
had to take refuge in tho various rooms 
and lock themselves lo. A hand-io-hanu 
fight ensued, during which the finial) 
patients showed eveo greater ferocity auv; 
deti r in in at ion than the men 
They were, 
however, fprtunately, unable to find any 
dangerous weapons, and were eventuall) 
overpowered.

BEHIND THE BARS. 


Pursuit sud Capture ot George 
B a u m g a r te n . 


His Owe Statement of the Mur­ 
der as Told to the 
Gazette. 


H o w a Strange Spell C am e U pon 
H im , C a w in g H im Ie K ill 
th e In n ocen t. 


A ppearance o f th e P riso n er. 


George Bauingarten, the fiendish mur­ 
derer ol little “Sandy’' White, the five year 
old sod ut Alexander White, of Fulton, was 
captured yesterday after noon at Prairie du 
Sac, after being hotly pursued by officers 
who scattered in different directions so as 
to insure his capture. The news sped over 
the wires, and wa3 received at the Gazette 
office about C o’clock last evening, and 
published In our Weekly, and quickly 
bulletined, and the news was read by scores 
ot eager ones who quickly J passed the tid­ 
ings irom lip to lip until the whole com­ 
munity wa9 astir with the sensation. ^ The 
chief interest bas, since then, centered 
about the time when he would arrive here 
and 
WHET HER HE WOULD BE MOBBED. 
Eyery arriving train was watched by 
scores ot people, but although there was 
much talk as to what they thought ought 
to be done there was hardly any indica­ 
tions that anything would be done, but let 
law 
and 
order 
rule. 
The 
sherif! aud officers wisely managed it so 
that the prisoner was safely escorted to this 
city and placed securely behind the bars 
before but few knew that the murderer 
was here. 
THE PRISONER7^ FLIGHT, 
after the murder, was a hurried one, as al­ 
ready described in the account given yes­ 
terday. 
Pushing on to Stoughton and 
then northward, he reached Prairie du Sac, 
about 35 miles from Madison, yesterday 
afternoon without any stop being put to 
him, but on crossing the bridge there the 
tender asked him for toll, and Baum- 
garten handed him twenty cents. The 
bridge tender told him he guessed he 
wanted something more, and taking the 
horse b y the bridle asked him his name. 
He said it was “George Gardner,” bat 
being satisfied that he had the right man, 
from the descriptions scattered over the 
country by the Sheriff, he held onto him 
and 
turned 
him over 
to 
Deputy 
Sheriff Gladden of tElgerton who had 
just 
arrived 
and 
the prisoner was 
taken to Lodi. He offered no opposition 
and remained quiet in the hands of the 
officers. At 8:30 he was taken by rail to 
Madison arriving there at 10:30 o’clock last 
night. When he was turned oyer to Sher­ 
iff Comstock he was still in the depot with 
a number of officers, and a large crowd 
fathered about. He remained in jail there 
last night, and this moruiag was taken by 


b y -s tre e ts to the depot, and brought to Af­ 
ton where he was met by team and brought 
to this city and placed in j iii, arriving here 
at 12 20 o’clock. 
THE PRISONER’S STATEMENT. 
Atter being placed in his new quarters 
he was called upon by the city editor of 
the Gazette and questioned. The sub­ 
stance of his story made up from the an­ 
swers to tho questions put to him is as foi- 
I IWS: 
“I am nearly seventeen years old. I was 
born is at Jefferson. My father John 
Bauingarten, and my step-mother live 
near Fort Atkinson. I have worked out 
on different farms for the last three or four 
years. Three years a£ 0 I worked forJOlio 
Lester near this city. The next summer 
I worked neaT Fort Atkinson for Jacob 
Kurtz. Last summer I worked for Nath­ 
alie! Rose. Winters I worked about here 
except one winter when I worked for a 
Mr. Gross. This summer I have worked 
tor 
Mr. White, 
and 
there 
was no 
trouble with him or his tolas, for I liked 
them all, and never had any fuss with any 
ot them. The little boy 


SANDY WAS A PET OF MINE, 
and he used to follow me all around. I 
ha! not thought ot killing the little fellow* 
and when I went out to the bara that 
morning to harness the horses I did not 
think a thing about it. I went into the 
sheep stable to feed a colt there was there 
before 
harnessing 
the 
horses. 
The 
little 
fellow 
followed 
me 
in 
there. 
While 
I 
was 
there 
Sandy was playing around but he did cot 
bather mc, and did not do anything to 
make me mad, but 
A STRANGE SPELL CAME ON ME, 
aid I killed him while I was in that. I 
do not remember much about the hang­ 
ing or the catling. The most RI know is 
that Ih u rt him badly in some way. I can 
not remember what started me to take 
hold of him only that I felt that I could do 
almost anything. I felt dizzy and queer, 
I don’t remember about cutting him while 
he was hanging, nor do I remember wheth 
cr he yelled or not. I do not thiok I tied 
his feet but I tied his hands with pieces of 
cloth, but don’t know what for. 


TUE KNIFE I USED 
was an old one, and was not sharpened by 
me. I cannot remember much about the 
matter except that I had treated him aw­ 
fully, and don’t know what made me do it. 
After it was all over I started for the barn 
and harnessed one of the horses thinking I 
would go to work. I had got one horse 
harnessed and was thinking all the time 
about what I had done, aud my head get­ 
ting clearer. I did not stop to harness 
the other horse, but went to the house. I 
changed my clothes, but did not change 
my shirt, and men I started back to the 
barn again. As I went past one end of 
the sheep stable, I was reminded that the 
little telle w was lying in there under the 
manger, and I began to realize what I had 
done, though I 
DIO NOT KNOW WHETHER ITE WAS DEAD 
not.^ My first thought 
was that 


was that if I was caught near by the folks 
would mob me, and that I would go Car 
enough away so that when I would give 
myself up I wonUc’t got hurt. I did not 
flop to 


WASH TOE BLCOD CFF MT HANDS 
until I had got a long way on the road. I 
did not get anything to eat from the time I 
started until I was captured, except a few 
apples. I got corn out of the fields to teed 
my horse, and I got a little sleep in a straw 
stack night befur * last. 
4 did not stop to 
speak to anybody on the road except one 
man near Sun Prairie whom I questioned 
as 
to 
the 
road, 
and 
two 
boys 
who 
told 
me 
wha! 
time it was. I was glad I was arrested, 
only would have given myself ap before 
and I was afraid that that I had not got 
far enough away and that I might get hurt 
by the crowd. I am afraid now that 
they will mob me|«ud I think that the officer 
ought to take care of me, and not let them 
hurt me. I am sorry for what I did, and 
I would not have done It hut for the spell 
which come on me. I had another such a 
spell last’tall when I was to work at Grose’s 
but I 
did 
not 
do 
anything 
then, 
and it was not so bad a one. 
The folks 
say that I acted queer and joked me about 
not knowing anything and about being 
crazy, but that is all I remember about it. 
If the little boy had not been right by this 
time I wouldn't have killed him but would 
have got over the spell all right. 


WHAT I WANT TO KNOW 
is what they are going to do with me. I 
want to go to Waupun right off it they are 
going to send me there, for I am afraid I 
will get hurt if I am here. They may 
ireak into jill and take me out, and I’d 
rather be in Waupun, i want to know 
as soon as I can what they are going to 
do. 
HOW HE LOOKS. 
Ttic prisoner is a smooth-faced ordinary 
ooking Doy, of sandy complexion, and 
rather dull eve. He stands about five feet 
four, and in garb and appearance has 
nothing to mark him above hundreds of 
others of like age. He has a little German 
accent in hts talk, but can speak English 
with more accuracy than German. Daring 
the interview he sat upon the stool in the 
corner of his cell, bis hat on, and his head 
bowed while in his hand he held a copy of 
the Gazette, which he kept fumbling un­ 
easily, as though anxious to get a chance 
to complete the reading of the account of 
the murder, which he had commenced 
perusing when interrupted by the entrance 
of the visitor. He answered the queries 
clearly and intelligently except when the 
scene of blood itself was touched upon 
and then he evaded as much as possible 
by 
saying 
that 
ho 
could 
not 
remember. He has nothing in his manner 
or mien that would indicate insanity to an 
ordinary observer. In leaving his cell his 
last words to the caller were an argent re­ 
quest “to sec if they couldn't get it decid­ 
ed right off where they were going to take 
him to.” This evidently worries him great­ 
ly, and the fear ot a rn-iii seems ever pres­ 
ent with bun. 
Much credit is due to Sheriff Baldwin 
ot Madison, who in company with Sheriff 
Brown, 
ot 
Jefferson, 
aud 
Deputy 
Sheri ll 
Gladden, 
ot 
Edgerton, 
got 
track of him after the murderer had head­ 
ed for Prairie du Sac. Sheriff Baldwin had 
been to that place and posted the bridge 
lender and told him to hold the mao, if he 
came there, until Gladden came. He then 
put off in another direction. Mr. Gladden 
19 also deserving of great credit, for he left 
his business on being appointed a Deputy 
and did not sleep or real until ho reached 
Prairie du Sac, and got boid ot the prison 
er. Constable McGinnis of that place de 
mandcd 
the 
custody 
ot 
the 
prisoner, 
aod 
insisted 
on 
this uuiil they reached Madison, where 
Sheriff Cornstook with a warrant asserted 
his rights. Sheriff Comstock has worked 
hard and well, and has about exhausted his 
strength in the chase. Ile showed wise 
judgment lo getting the prisoner into jai 
without encountering any crowds, he and 
Mr. Gladden forming the escort which 
brought him here from Madison. 
The prisoner to-day informed Mr. Glad 
den that he got the knife he used, out of the 
cutting room where tobacco was trimmed, 
and has told him where he put It. It wil 
probably be recovered to-morrow. He 
aho informed Mr. Gladden that he huog 
the boy first and then cat him. It is evi­ 
dent that he remembers much more of the 
event than he cares now to disclose.
